Shanghai, Au g. 27 (ZP)—Three 
div isions of China’s finest ru shed 
tonight to a smok ing, thu nder­ 
ing battlegrou nd northw est of 
Shanghai, where Chinese fou ght 
desp erately to stem a Jap anese 
charge against the back door to 
this p ity of u ndeclared war. 
Bombs, shells and machine gu n 
fire 
tu rned 
Lotien, 12 
miles 
northw est of Shanghai, into a 
smok ing heap of ashes. 
Near the town, wav es of Jap ­ 
anese infantry m en m et a sheet 
of machine gu n fire .in a bay onet 
charge throu gh shimmering rice 
fields. 
While the battle of Lotien 
raged 
to 
the 
northwest, 
Sir 
Hu ghe Montgomery Knatchbu ll- 
Hu gessen, B ritain’s ambassador 
to China, wou nded y esterday by 
Jap anese machine gu n bu llets, 
rallied slightly after a blood 
transfu sion 
from 
a 
United 
States seaman. 
His life still was in danger, 
bu t p hy sicians said his general 
condition was imp rov ed. 
The tide of battle swu ng from 
side to side. Thou sands 
were 
k illed or wou nded. 
Jap anese, late today , claimed 
occu p ation of Lotien, 
foothold 
for an adv ance on Kiangwan, 
ju st northw est of Shanghai p ro­ 
p er. Bu t the town, as su ch, was 
no more. 
The thirty -hou r battle of Lo­ 
tien op ened with heav y artillery 
bombardment. Two Chinese bat­ 
talions held a thin line. From p o­ 
sitions in the rear, machine gu ns 
were trained on their back s to 
force them to stand fast. 
After 
continu ou s 
shelling, 
Jap anese infantry m en fix ed bay ­ 
onets and went ov er the top . 
Storming throu gh machinegu n 
and rifle fire they m et Chinese 
forces hand-to-hand. A Jap anese 
comp any 
commander, 
leading 
the charge, either was k illed or 
wou nded. Another Jap anese of­ 
ficer was wou nded seriou sly . 
Today ’s battle carried destru c­ 
tion well away from the closer- 
in scenes of two week s of Shang­ 
hai war. 
Hongk ew and Yangtzep oo dis­ 
tricts of the city were bu rnt-ou t 
craters of desolation. New and 
ap p arently more terrific eru p ­ 
tions sp ou ted on a northw est 
line throu gh Kiating and Nan- 
siang to Liu ho, on the mighty 
Yangtze. 
Along this line, Jap anese war­ 
p lanes started a p owerfu l bom­ 
bardm ent of Chinese p ositions. 
Chinese said three thou sand 
Jap anese were k illed or wou nded 
a t Lotien, bu t Jap anese army 
sp ok esmen denied the claim. 
Jap anese also denied a Chinese

Su otham p ton, N. Y., Au g. 27 
(ZP)—Andrew 
W. 
Mellon, 
who 
bu ilt one of world’s greatest for­ 
tu nes ou t of bank ing, oil and 
alu minu m and who sp ent his 
late y ears in the nation’s serv ice 
as secretary of the treasu ry and 
as ambassador to G reat Britain, 
has p assed from the American 
scene. 
The shy , diffident, white haired 
financier, whose elev en y ears of 
serv ice u nder three p residents 
was su rp assed only by one of his 
p redecessors as head of , the 
treasu ry dep artm ent, died p eace­ 
fu lly last night in his 8 3rd y ear. 
He died in the home of his 
dau ghter, Mrs. Dav id K. E. Bru ce 
after a m onth’s illness from u re­ 
mia and bronchial p neu monia. 
At his bedside as life ebbed away 
were his son-in-law and the fi­ 
nancier’s two p als and 
p lay ­ 
mates, his son Pau l and 
his 
dau ghter, Ailso, Mrs. Bru ce. 
The death of Pittsbu rgh’s most 
p owerfu l figu re and one of the 
nation’s u nostentatiou s p hilan­ 
throp ists was not u nex p ected. He 
had been u nder the p hy sician’s 
care for three week s and steadily 
has grown weak er. 
“The end was p erfectly p eace­ 
fu l,” said Bru ce, who m arried 
Mellon’s only dau ghter in 19 26 . 
“He was v ery weak .” 
Mellon made no last statem ent 
or req u est as he p assed away . 
While m en who had been as­ 
sociated with Mellon in his many 
and v aried activ ities p aid him 
tribu te, p lans were made 
for 
fu neral serv ices in Pittsbu rgh, 
where he was born and sp ent his 
life with the ex cep tion of his 
y ears in W ashington and Lon­ 
don. 
The fu neral will be held Sat­ 
u rday afternoon at the East Lib­ 
erty 
Presby terian 
chu rch, 
a 
magnificent edifice which Mel­ 
lon and his brother, the late R. 
B. Mellon, made p ossible by their 
benefactions. The body will be 
tak en to Pittsbu rgh late today . 
His benefactions had ru n into 
millions and the op erations of 
his v ast enterp rises had reached 
arou nd the earth. 
All his life shy and difident, 
he went to death less k nown 
than many lesser men. 
He became secretary of treas­ 
u ry first in the adm inistration 
of W arren G. Harding, and was 
held ov er by President Coolidge 
and Hoov er. 
Rep u blicans called him “the 
greatest secretary of the treas­ 
u ry since Alex ander Hamilton,” 
bu t in his p u blic carreer he was 
long the target of Democratic 
p arty criticism. By some he was 
made the sy mbol of great corp ­ 
orate wealth. In 19 24 there was 
an u nsu ccessfu l attem p t in the 
senate to driv e him from office. 
The p u blic nev er k new the 
real p ower and force of his 
inner-circle adv ice to the Rep u b­ 
lican p arty . 
He was widely regarded as one 
of the ablest su p p orts of Herbert 
Hoov er as p resident. In 19 28 he

27 (ZP)—The B rit­ 
ish gov ernment was rep orted to­ 
day considering break ing off dip ­ 
lomatic relations with Jap an u n­ 
less fu ll satisfaction is obtained 
for the seriou s wou nding of the 
British ambassador to China in 
an attack by Jap anese warp lanes.

Montgomery 
Knatchbu ll-Hu gessen, his back 
brok en by a Jap anese machine 
gu n bu llet, was in a critical con­ 
dition in a Shanghai hosp ital. 
Indignant foreign officials were 
said to tak e a grav e v iew of the 
attack m ade on env oy ’s car by 
Jap anese bombers in the Shang­ 
hai area of u ndeclared Sino-Jap ­ 
anese war. 
Ex p lanations from the Jap an­ 
ese gov ernment were awaited 
momentarily before a fatefu l de­ 
cision was made on ju st w hat 
wou ld constitu te the “ap p rop ri­ 
ate action” the gov ernment has 
p ledged itself to tak e. 
Up to early m orning it was 
u nderstood th a t neither the Jap ­ 
anese am bassador to London nor 
none of his staff had called a t 
the foreign office where Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden was re­ 
su ming conferences with Sir Ro­ 
bert V ansittart, the p erm anent 
u ndersecretary , and the chiefs of 
the far eastern dep artm ent. 
Britain was u nderstood to be 
considering a three-p oint 
de­ 
m and for satisfaction th a t wou ld 
am ou nt to a v irtu al u ltim atu m to 
Jap an. These were: 
1. Drastic p u nishm ent of the 
airm en inv olv ed in the attack . 
2. G u arantees from Tok y o th a t 
step s wou ld be tak en a t once to 
p rev ent any 'p ossibility of recu r­ 
rence of su ch an incident. 
3. Fu ll comp ensation for the 
v ictim. 
Shou ld the Jap anese gov ern­ 
m ent not giv e fu ll satisfaction, 
it was su ggested in some q u art­ 
ers th a t B ritain m ight withdraw 
Sir Robert Clife, British am bass­ 
ador to Jap an, from Tok y o tem ­ 
p orarily , in effect sev ering dip ­ 
lomatic relations. 
While there was no su ggestion 
the ou trage was deliberate, it 
was p ointed ou t in informed 
circles th a t an attack on the 
am bassador—the direct p ersonal 
rep resentativ e of the k ing—-was 
the grav est form of dip lomatic 
incident p ossible. 
The foreign office, therefore, 
was ex p ected to tak e the stern­ 
est sort of tone in any negotia­ 
tions with the Jap anese gov ern^

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RECKLESS EXPENDITURE 
Desp ite all talk about economy and retrench­ 
ment in Washington, Congress went merrily on 
its way p iling up new deficits which will result 
in a further elev ation of the national debt. On 
August 17 the- Jlouse ov errode the ap p eals of 
the Ap p rop riation Committee for reduced ex p en­ 
ditures by p assing, desp ite many attemp ts to 
curtail it. the third deficiency ap p rop riation bill 
carry ing with it the ex p enditure of $100,000,000 
of the tax p ay ers’ money . 
One item in which the House refused to fol­ 
low the committee’s adv ice was to increase by 
$367,500 the ap p rop riation for the National La­ 
bor Relations Board, thus increasing the total 
amount for the nex t nine months to nearly $1,- 
800,000. Members op p osing the increase main­ 
tained that this amount is not needed by the 
board and that if in any ev ent more funds should 
be required they can be p rov ided by Congress in 
• January . But this p lea went unheeded. By mak­ 
ing this ap p rop riation it must be believ ed that 
the House ap p rov es the record of the NLRB since 
it was established by the Wagner Act. Certainly 
if it does so ap p rov e, it is about the only body 
of any considerable number of resp onsible citi­ 
zens which does so ap p rov e. Judging from re­ 
sults in strike settlement up to this time, and to 
the criticisms directed against the board of Sen­ 
ator Ny e and others, its record does not justify 
ap p rop riations for its maintenance that are 
greater than necessary . 
The House also p rov ided the Agriculture De­ 
p artm ent with $20,000,000 to start its tenancy 
and submarginal retirement p rograms. These 
p rograms are not for relief due to the dep res­ 
sion but for socialistic social ex p erimentation. 
In his fight against increasing the ap p rop ria­ 
tion for the National Labor Relations Board, 
Congressman Woodrum of Virginia said: 
“The outstanding need of the moment, tran­ 
scending ev ery other consideration, is to bring 
into balance as nearly as p ossible and as sp eed­ 
ily as p ossible our income and our ex p enditures. 
“If Congress does not discharge this duty to 
the country then there are serious difficulties 


ahead of us. I warn y ou that if the sound finan­ 
cial structure of our gov ernment is imp aired, 
disaster will come up on our p eop le, and do not 
be deceiv ed into believ ing this disaster will be 
v isited up on only the wealthy and rich of our 
land.” 
But warnings of this kind were unheeded by 
the House majority and the ap p rop riations in 
the deficiency bill were increased $20,000,000 in 
a few minutes time by some v ery rap id, reck­ 
less v oting. Just what the House means by this 
sort of financing is difficult to see. Surely most 
of them ought to understand the solemn warn­ 
ing of the necessity of budget balancing which 
hav e come from the thinking men of the country .

It may 
hav e been worth while for them to get home, 
but whether it was worth the staggering cost 
remains to be seen.
